‘of Agriculture, nevertheless took the opportun- 
{ty to rub into’ the British public the necessity 
of producing as much food as possible in the 
Britich Isles, and it is probable that by next 
‘winter, when the result of the increased agri~ 
cultural effort is felt, there- will be a distinct 
easing of the demand at present being made 
upon shipping for supplying the British people 
with the food they need. There is no cause for 
alarm. Every Briton will admit that the neces. 
sity to supply various expeditionary forces in 
different parts of the world comes first. If the 
[British public has to tighten its belt in con- 
sequence, there will be no grumbling. There 
is an enormous amount of shipping occupied in 
this task alone. At the present moment the 
average British housewife is allowed somewhat 
Jess than a pound of meat a week, which can 
‘be supplemented by poultry and fish, which are 
not included in the meat ‘ration. ‘This means 
that a family has to restrict itself to a Sunday 
“joint,” with perhaps something left over for 
‘the following day. On the other five days of the 
‘week, the housewife must exercise her ingenu- 
ty, filing in with whatever she can get: This 
does not mean that British families are going 
hungry. ‘There are all sorts of dishes which the 
housewife can prepare from foods which are 
not at present rationed. There is the possibility 
that the working man will be fed upon pheas- 
‘ant and hare—luxuries which were once re- 
garded as only suitable for the rich man's table 
because his beef or mutton is too strictly 
rationed. This is better than in occupied 
[Europe, where everything, even animals which 
were formerly regarded as vermin, Is rationed.

Strangely enough, Britons today are fitter 
than they were in pre-war days, according to 
medical ‘practitioners throughout the country. 


Health, believes the dispersal of the populati 
to bé ‘the hier reason . for the nation’s 
jgoéd health. “That people are not 
Boing {o cinemas so much, not travelling, and 
generally leading a simple life, doubtless has 
Jsomething to do with i,” he’ said. Another 
factor which, according to'Sir Wilson Jameson, 
hag much effect on the population is that all 
the people are employed. “It gives them less 
time to think about themselves,” he said 
Another authority, Dr. J. Greenwood Wilson, 
Cardif's Medical Officer, said “The people of 
this country are healthier, happier and more 
friendly than they were before the war.” An 
amazing statement to make when Britain is in 
the throes of a life and death struggle, when 
Us cities and towns are being ruthlessly bombed 
(Cardiff very much among them), and when 
rationing hag cut down all the luxuries that 
‘were enjoyed in happier prewar days. Re- 
cently a questionnaire to assistant | medical 
officers revealed that there was greater {riend- 
Yiness among Britain's people, this being due 
mainly to air raids and fewer luxuries, which 
ad lessened discontent and unhappiness. The 
questionnaire revealed that the shortage of 
sweets and sweet biscuits had improved. the 
health of the children—and their appetites—and 
‘that most overweight people were losing weight. 
‘Also there had been a marked decrease in cases 
of hysteria, neurosis and neurasthenia among 
poor people. These ofe strange facts in war time 
‘but they may be attributed to the splendid way 
fn which the authorities of Britain are doing 
their best to avoid the costly mistakes of the 
last war on the home front. Today it is realized 
that clviliang are just as much in the fighting 
Tine as the sailors, soldiers and that final victory 
‘also resis on their shoulders as well as the 
fighting men. A nation in good health can Aght 
better than a sick nation and Britain is making 
cetlain that her people are not going to be 
classed in the second category. One wonders 
Hitler can’ say the same about Germa 
health after two years of war and many more 
years of belt tightening and ersatz foods. 












































Invasion By Glider 


Britain has not lost sight of the passibility of 
2 German attempt at invasion from the air. 
‘The reception given to German raiders over the 
British Isles during the last two weeks, with 
the heavy loss they have suffered, is undoubted- 
ly a deterrent to the Nazi Genefal Staff. They 
reslize that no air invasion can be successful 
in the face of such a terrific cost.

‘The pilot plane takes off, and the glider im- 
mediately behind it pays ‘out enough cable to 
allow the pilot machine to get off the ground. 
It then puls brakes on the cable drum and is 
In its turn carried off the: ground, ‘The ‘same 
thing happens with other machings in the train. 
‘This has been proved to work in Soviet Russia, 
and it Is known that, the scheme has been 
‘Adopted and’ probably improved upon: in Ger 
many. A quick release ‘gear has been devised by 
which it can be assured that, if anything: hap. 
ppens to any.one glider in the train, the rest of 
the train can separate themselves and that the 
whole train need not be wrecked. A glider 
which can carry at least fourteen men weighs 
about 6,000 1b, it can be, towed by, the ordinary 
‘medium bomber without any appreciable loss 
of speed by the bomber. The Germans have 
gone a long way in research into the possibili. 
ties of glider trains. Before the war, the oficial 
glider organization, the Nationalsozialistisches 
Fliegercorps had 5,000 sailplanes and training 
gliders. 1t also controlled 405 camps and twenty 
five fully-equipped gliding schools, The RAF. 
have also not overlooked. the potentialities of 
this type of flying and, while thelr experiments 
have not received the same publicity as those 
conducted in Russia and Germany, great, pro- 
‘gress has been made. It" is unlikely that the 
RAF, could be taken by surprise in the event 
of a Nazi attempt at glider invasion, It is known, 
that the Nazis have transported a large number 
of gliders to Norway, and the RAF. are keep- 
Inga close watch on them. ‘The giider is, a8

The New Bombs 


News despatches have been emphasizing re- 
cently the destructive power of the new bombs 
whieh have, been dropped by the RAF, over 
Germany. This is no idle boast, These | new 
bombs are about the most deadly thing which 
has yet come out of the inventive genius of 
those who are prosecuting this war. They beat 
anything the Germans have hitherto discovered, 
If the most recent accounts from Home are: to 
bbe believed, the importance of these new bombs 
is divided equally between the fact that they 
fare more destructive, and the fact that they 
fare lighter, than the old bombs. ‘This means that 
n aeroplane can carry more of them than it 
could of the old type. ‘This is a grim prospect 
for those who must be on the receiving end of 
British raids. Not only cana British plane 
carry more bombs, but these bombs are ine 
Ginitely more destructive than anything which 
had previously been carried. With these new 
bombs, planes can now reach parts of Germany 
which were previously out of range of machines 
cartying the old, heavier type. The Air Ministry 
estimates that ‘the destructive value of the 
bomb-load of the average plane has been ine 
creased by fifty per cent. Whereas a plane 
formerly could carry a load of 10,000. 1b. of 
bombs which id a limited amount’ of dams 
it can now carry the same load which can 
more than half as much damage as before. The 
new bombs are made from a formula which is 
one of Britain's most strictly guarded secrets, 
They are a result. of long experimentation 
throughout last winter by British experts, and 
fare now being produced in quantities which 
should give the Nazis some serious thought dur- 
ing the next few months.

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HESS’S ESCAPE 
May 1. 


When the third most important man of a 
country at war manages to flee and surrender 
to the enemy it must naturally cause a very 
considerable sensation, and Rudolph Hess, in 
escaping from Germany and flying to Scot~ 
Jang, where he is now a prisoner, has most 
certainly ereated that, It is inevitakle that 
there must be much speculation as to what 
‘was the cause of his most astonishing action, 
for, right from the commencement of the 
‘Nazi Party, Rudolph Hess has been regarded 
as the shield-beaver of Hitler, to whom he 
has up to the present remained submissively, 
unconditionally and completely loyal. ‘The 
Nazis got in first with their story of Hess's 
disappearance to the effect that while fying 
from Augsberg in Bavaria, suffering from a 
mental disorder he “either Jumped out of 
the plane, or met with an accident.” It was 
only some time later that the news was 
vouchsafed in London that Hess had flown 
to Scotland in a Messcrschmidt, which did 
not carvy enough fuel for a return journey, 
that in Janding by parachute he broke his 
ankle, and that he carried with him photo~ 
graphs sufficient to establish his identity. 

‘AS an object lesson in laying the ground 
for future propaganda seeking to explain 
away what has happened, the story which it 
is prestimed the adroit Dr. Goebbels has put 
out 18 good so far as it goes, providing for 
‘two hypotheses, one, that Hess is really in 
sane, and, second, affording the chance of 
discovering a destroyed aeroplane in some 
unfrequented part of Germany with a corpse 
which may be identified a3 that of the 
missing man. It is to be expected that Berlin 
will do its ‘utmost to persuade the world 
that no such thing as disaffection on the 
part of one so prominent in the Nazi heirarchy 
could possibly have taken place, and that if 
he did not mect with a fatal accident in 
Germany, his presence in Scotland is to be 
accounted for by reason of a progressive 
mental sickness. In other words the man 
is insane, 

Chief of Hitler’s civil Cabinet was the 
faithful “private Secretary” Hess, superior in 
education and manners to those who sur- 
yound Hitler. He is probably mentally better 
equipped than those unbalanced men who 
form the body of the Nazi leadership and his 
defection at such a time as this may prove to 
bbe highly significant when all the facts come 
to be told. He is reported to have had great 
influence ‘over Hitler, and it is there that 
perhaps an explanation of what has occurred 
may be found. Naturally the first thought 
must always be that he has become pro- 
foundly dissatisfied with the way the war 
Js going; probably whatever sane men there 
are remaining at the head of affairs in Ber- 
Jin feel the same way, for apart from the 
military successes which Hitler gained, far 
behind his original programme, Germany is 

| no furrther advanced towards peace than she 
was when Hitler commenced this war. But 

there is also the possibility that the jealow 
jes which are known to rage amongst Hitler's 

+ immediate entourage may to some extent be 

responsible. It was one of his duties to deal 
with “all unpleasantness, all backbiting and 
corruption within the Party," and that being 
x0 he must have created a’ host of enemies, 
ineluding those who were offended by Hitler's 
nomination of him as his heir after Goering. 

He may in the elreumstances have decided. 
it was safer for ‘him in the hands of his 
country's enemies, than to remain at the 
disposal of his own opponents in Berlin. 
Possibly, also? having a close and intimate 
knowledge of Hitler's loyalties, he found 
that his own situation was on very unstable 
ground indeed. Be that as it may Hess's 
flight is one of the highlights in the political 
history of the Nazis. “It indicates either hi 
profound dissatisfaction at the way the wai 
is progressing, or that dissension prevails 
amongst the Nazi leaders which made him 
Yegard his life as insecure if he remained in 
Germany. Of course the Nazi allegation of| 
his having a progressive mental disease may 
merely mean after all a growing conviction 
of ultimate German defeat. But it does not 
matter in what light this latest development 
is regarded; it should sooner, or later be 
beneficial to Britain and her Allies, and be 
@ definite check to Hitler himself. 























THE DAMAGED COMMONS 
May 14. 

It is interesting to note that the British 
Government made the necessary arrange~ 
ments for carrying on the business of Parlia~ 
ment in the event of the Houses being so 
badly damaged as to prevent their ordinary 
use as the seat of the legislature.’ For some 
time now a replica of the chamber has been 
in existence, and has actually been in use on 
a number of occasions for full meetings of 
the Commons. It is smaller than the real 
building, the upholstery is in green cloth in- 
stead of leather, the Press is accommodated 
at the opposite end of the room from that to 
which it is accustomed,—which means that 
reporters will be in a\ gallery. facing the 
‘Speaker's chair, instead of being perched 
above it, giving them probably a better 
chance of hearing everything which is going 
on. It is reported that they will share the 
space available with the diplomats who 
formerly had their own very exclusive gal- 
lery. Nothing is said about the strangers’ 
gallery which faced the Press gallery in the 
real House of Commons, but possibly owing 
to the reduced size of the Chamber that may 
have been temporarily dispensed with. 

‘That should be no very great hardship, for 
strangers rarely went there save on a sight- 
seeing trip, while the public will still be 
adequately represented by the Press. So the 
British Parliament which has been variously 
housed in the course of its long history has 
been obliged through enemy action to find 
new quarters, Where they are is probably 
‘a military secret, Yet it is a long ery from 
the chapter house of the Abbey to some un- 
disclosed spot, though perhaps’ in distance it 
is not so great owing to the necessity for the 
meeting place to be as close to the govern- 
mental departments as possible. A similar 
chamber has been prepared for the House 
of Lords, which has already met in ils new 
quarters, and it is apparent that these new 
premises have not been designed haphazard 
but with real foresight as to the possibilities 
of war. 

‘The Germans appear to do these things 
differently—or, perhaps, in justice the Nazis 
should be blamed. When the Reichstag met 
‘a few days ago to listen to one of Hitler's 
customary outpourings in the Kroll Opera 
House in Bertin, quite an imposing building, 
the exclusively leading réle that Hitler played 
made it impossible to do anything but 
listen to his harangue. ‘The German repre- 
sentatives were assembled not to deliberate 
but to hear what Hitler thought was good 
for them. So as long as the acoustics of the 
building are good, and no criticism of that 
quality has been ‘noted, there is no reason 
why the Reichstag," which possesses nothing 
of the deliberative unctions of the House of 
Commons, should not assemble in a place 
more adaptable for Hitler's theatrical methods 
Of specch-making. Of course the ungenerous 
‘will doubtless remark that an opera house 
is a decided come-up in the world for 
political party which saw its inception in a 
beerhouse, where it still holds its annual 
meetings. 

‘There is in all this a splendid example of 
the difference between British and German 
methods. Despite enemy action it will still 
be possible for Parliament to conduct their 
business in connection with the war with 
dignity and convenience, and in circumstances 
which will enable them to fulfil their duties 
to democracy in the best possible manner, 
Furthermore there has been displayed a most 
acceptable foresight in the whole matt 
proving that there are people in Britain, who 
are not just living from day to day, but are 
making arrangements for the. future. Whe~ 
ther Hitler has already built some second 
Kroll Opera House in which to cast the pearls 
of his eloquence in the event of the original 
building being severely damaged is not 
‘known, but it will be a decided come down in 
the world if when the RAF, gets really busy 
with Berlin, the Nazis are ‘obliged to mect 
in some lesser building of entertainment. 
However, they will probably console them- 
selves with the thought that there is a 
wide range of choice to be found between 
@ pub in Munich and an opera house in Ber- 
Jin, and that, of course is saying something. 





























THE RICE SCHEME 


May 15. 

With the arrival of supplies of rice from 
Hongkong in Shanghai the attempts of 
the Municipal Authorities to prevent undue 
profiteering in the staple food of the Chinese 
enters what may prove to be a decisive 
Phase. It is necessary to point out, however, 
that it is by no means a sudden improvisation, 
but the result of careful investigations which 
have been proceeding for some time and 
planning based on the result of those in- 
quiries. ‘The Hongkong Government, through 
its appointment of the Shanghai Municipal 
Couneil as its sole exporting agent for the 
‘Shanghai market of the class of rice most 
Suitable for the consumption of the majority, 
has virtually created a monopoly of that 
particular grade, but no intention has been 
expressed of controlling the others. Dealers 
ean import other grades and in. principle 
they should be encouraged to do so, for 











the greater the amount of rice laid down in 





‘| derstand the full significance of what 


Shanghai the better. ‘The whole scheme | 


which has now been arranged provides for 
the handling of the rice situation upon a 
purely business basis. That particular point 
has fo be emphasized. This endeavour to 
‘control the price of rice is based throughout. 
fon business principles designed to give con 
sumers of the cereal opportunities of pur- 
chasing it at prices conforming more closely 
to the realities of: the situation than possibly 
the profiteers would like. 

Already the news that rice had been 
ordéred from Hongkong and was actually en 
route for this port has had a very consider- 
able effect in modifying the ideas of those 
who were hoarding the grain for even 
greater rises in price than had up to that 
time occurred. It has resulted in the fact 
that many millions of dollars which would 
otherwise be reaching the pockets of the 
hoarders remain in the hands of the ultimate 
consumers. In speaking of the scheme as a 
purely business one, it needs to be pointed 
‘out that as at present developed dealers are 
alforded every opportunity of co-operating. 
There is no intention of depriving them of 
their legitimate profits. Co-operation will be 
welcomed, but should it not be forthcoming, 
should opposition result instead, there is every 
reason to believe that in all normal cireum~ 
stances it will nevertheless be possible to 
carry on. 

Tt would not be fitting at this juncture to 
0 into all the details of the scheme which 
has been prepared, but it may be stated that 
full provision is’ made for accepting the 
assistance of wholesale and retail dealers in 
a manner which should provide for the easy 
distribution of rice. What is more there is 
ample provision for securing that those hand- 
Jing the grain will’be assured of their reason- 
able profits, and any possibility of there being 
any hardship upon that score may be dis- 
counted beforehand. It has to be understood 
that the price of rice in Shanghai and other 
ports in China has repercussions in the coun- 
tries of production, and that inflated prices 
here must inevitably result in inereases 
elsewhere. It is in order to prevent the 
continuance of a vicious circle, without any 
benefit whatever to the ultimate consumer, 
that this scheme has been devised for Shang- 
hhai and it is expected that in the Jong run 
it_will assist the control of prices in the 
producing countries, in which event its 
beneficial effects may be wider spread than 
would appear on first inspection. It is for 
such a reason that the cooperation of the 
Hongkong authorities has been sccured, for 
they are as interested as is Shanghai in the 
stabilization of consumers’ prices, just as 
much as anyone else. 

But what has to be emphasized locally is 
that every opportunity is given for the more 
reputable members of the rice trade to assist 
{in stabilizing conditions in this city. Noth- 
ing is being done, or is contemplated which 
is likely to interfere with the rights of the 
legitimate trader. ‘That the hoarder and the 
profiteer will be affected, the events of the 
ast few days have clearly demonstrated, 
With them there can be no sympathy. They 
have already been deprived of large poten- 
ial profits, but there is nothing to indicate 
that those’ who have not been speculating 
above the real limits of the actual market 
need suffer by falling into line. ‘The scheme 
provides for their protection and opens the 
way for them to continue carrying on a 
business which must be conducted along lines 
in the best interest of the community as a 
whole. It is to be hoped that they will un=

HESS AND HITLER 


May 15. 

‘Much of the original speculation concerning 
Herr Rudolf Hess's flight from Germany to 
Scotland was predicted upon the report that 
Frau Hess had arrived with von Papen in 
Ankara, suggesting that she, too, was out of 
the hands of the Nazis. If'that had indeed 
been the case it would appear that the bona 
fides of his escape were established above 
suspicion, but the habit of the Nazis of wreak- 
ing their vengeance upon the relatives of the 
men who offend them has become so well 
known a practice, that the report that 
Frau Hess and family is still in Germany. 
creates a distinetly new problem.- ‘There has| 
‘at no time been anything said to suggest 
that Hess is not a man of courage, and 
no man would leave his family in 
the hands of the Nazis if his actions 
‘were likely to offend them. So the fact that. 
tite Germans are seeking to discredit before- 
hand whatever revelations Hess may ulti- 
mately make to the British must be taken 
into consideration with the fact that through 
his wife the Nazis have still strings upon 
Even” the announcement from German. 
authorized sources concerning the possibility. 
‘that the fugitive may make statements which 
they will not recognize may still be received 
with suspicion, for there is still the possibility 
that he has been sent to Britain with peace 
proposals which may amount {o nothing more 
than another of Hitler's famous  ballons 
essai, which even now the German pro- 

















pagandist is preparing the ground for denial 
[should that prove to be necessary. ‘There was 
a significant phrase in one of the telegrams 
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to the effect that Hess alone knew how deep 
from Hitler's heart came his various offers 
of peace. The conclusion to be drawn is that 
no better man could be sent to explain the 
situation to the Britis’ Government than the 
man who was so close in Hitler's counsels. 
‘The denial that he has arrived in Britain with 
peace proposals may even in the face of that 
Prove -to be correct, for he may be on a 
sounding out mission, with perhaps the func 
tion of intimating to Mr. Winston Churebitt 
the maximum conditions Hitler would be 
prepared to make for a negotiated peace. 

Let there be no doubt about it. The con- 
temptuous rejection of, Hitler’s various peace 
overtures last year, whenever he achieved a 
‘success, finally awakened him to the gruesome 
fact that he really had a war on his hands, 
and that Britain and her Allies were not 
prepared (o talk peace until he and his system 
had- been eliminated. He cannot now 
publicly indulge in peace talk without very 
considerable loss of face, for he must realize, 
just as well as do the Allied peoples, that 
ine would be told just as abruptly as he was 
last year to get on with the war and indulge 
in less talking. Hence there is the possibility 
that Hitler thinks Hess may be able to per- 
suade the Allied Government to sce some- 
thing of what he would like to appear to be 
reason. Should he succeed his actions would 
be received with acclaim; should he fail the 
attempts which have already been made to 
discredit him would hold good. If it is con 
tended that these speculations suggest some- 
thing even more Machiavellian than has been 
displayed up to the present, the answer must 
be that the world: has yet to fathom the 
depths of chicanery to which the Nazis are 
prepared 4o descend. 

On the other hand it is reported in some 
British quarters that Hess flew to Britain to 
“save humanity from the tragedy of a full 
Russo-German partnership.” Obviously the 
reading {0 be applied to this statement is, 
that, if this is correct, Hess has been com- 
missioned to seek a pence before the fortunes 
of war throw Hitler into the arms of M. Stalin, 
Such a thing as a Russo-German partnership 
would indeed be a serious matter to be faced 
if it ever came about, but as Hitler's need 
for such a thing is much greater than Stalin's 
it fs more than probable that in such an event 
Hitler would have to play just as much second 
fiddle {0 Stalin, as Mussolini is already play- 
ing to Hitler. ‘All these are but mere specula~ 
tions in the absence of substantiated informa~ 
tion, but the fact must not be lost sight of: 
Hitler si has a hold upon Hess even it 
it ix only through his wife and family. 




















NAZI EXACTIONS 
May 16. 

What are the nations occupied by Ger- 
many paying as the price of thelr temporary 
slavery? Unfortunately it is not possible to 
ascertain the full sum of German exac- 
tion in every country which has fallen 
beneath the dominance of the’ Huns, or 
to place a value upon the livestock and pro- 
duce which has been looted. Thus figures 
do not appear to be available for Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Austria, Hungary, Rumania, 
Bulgaria and eventually Greece. “But it has 
been possible to discover in terms of money 
what the Germans are demanding of such 
countries as Norway, Denmark, Holland, 
Belgium and France.’ In brief it may be 
slated that those countries are being muleted 
to the extent of £1,050,000,000 annually, 
more than eight times the highest annual 
demand upon Germany under the Young 
Plan. Norway is obliged to find £68,000,000 
per annum, or £25 per caput; Denmark 
£26,000,000, or £8 a head; Belgium £75,- 
000,000, or £8 ; Holland £54,000,000, or £6 
and finally France £827,000,000, or £20 a 
head, The figure with regard ‘to Holland 
needs to be taken with some reserve. bet 
the other figures are known to be substanti~ 
ally correct. 

‘When the plunder of produce and livestock 
is taken into account, as it was recently by 
Mr. Butler, Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, the ‘enormous total of £1,050,000,000 
yepresents rather Jess than halt of what 

itler is ripping out of these occupied coun- 
tries, and it is clear that the total extent 
of German depredations amounts to. well 
over £2,000,000,000 per annum, Mr, Butler 
in his statement to the House of Commons 
said — 

‘The second form of burden arising out of 
the German oceupation is that the occupied 
Aerritories are obliged to send to Germany 
more goods than they yeceive from her in 
roturn. This surplus of exports is paid for in 
blocked marks from which no benefit is, or 
it Tikely to. be, derived. Under this heading 
may be reckoned the value of goods requis 

n the country by the German author! 
ties and. sent to Germany, including articles 
belonging to individuals, ‘such as gold and 
jewellery, This second type of burden is con 
Ssiderably Jess now than it was in 1940 owing: 
to the fact that the territories have to a large 

tent been denuded of readily exportable 
iphises, Even so, the total annual loss 10 
the western occupied territories may still be 

estimated at about £100,000,000, 2 

Imposing as these figures are they do not 
take info account the indirect losses which 
have been caused by occupation for which 
no estimates are available. ‘These astonish 
ing totals of the spoliation wreaked in the 
‘occupied countries clearly indieate the pre- 
































datory motives which originally inspired the 
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war. Hitler is cashing in on his temporary 
successes in a manner-which suggests that, 
it he were to do anything so unlikely as to 
win this war, the penalties imposed upon 
‘the vanquished would indeed be tremendous, 
far exceeding what now appear to be the 
very moderate reparations imposed upon the 
Germans after the last war, and which they: 
so successfully pleaded their inability to pay. 
‘These facts open up an interesting line of 
thought as to what the terms of the Allies 
ought to be when they have brought this. 
struggle to a viclorious conclusion. “At first 
sight it seems that this treatment of the 
‘occupied countries shaulld harden the hearts 
of those who may havé thought that it will 
be possible to Jet Germany off lightly. Re 
Parations for the looting and exactions of 
which the Germans are clearly guilty will 
have to be insisted upon. The nations at 
present overrun must be made whole, and 
‘the fact that even this may leave Germany 
economically bankrupt should not be allowed 
to prevent it. A popularly accepted doctrine 
in the first years of the last peace was that 
a bankrupt Germany would be a menace to 
the rest of Europe. ‘That may still prove to 
bbe the case, but there is plenty of founda 
tion for thé argument that a Germany per- 
mitted too quickly to regain her prosperity 
is equally as great a danger. There is this 
further to be, said: until Germany is really 
‘made to suffer the full penalty of forcing war 
upon Europe she will never be peacefully 
lined. She has to be taught once and for 
all that war does not pay. Tt will not pay 
the Allied vietors when victory comes, and 
it follows that Germany should this ’ time 
bear the full costs of the action, and that 
her people shall have brought home.to them 
the full weight of the penalty of defeat. 
Thore must be justice rendered to the victims 
of Germany's plans of spoliation and the 
infiction of penalties which will make future 
generations of Germans more than a little 
Yeluctant to plunge Europe into war again. 


IN THE MEDITERRANEAN 
May 16, 

A significant fact emerges from the story 
of the Italian attempt to bomb a convoy in 
the western Mediterranean about which Rome 
‘has been doing a little untruthful boasting. 
It transpires now that the engagement took 
place while the convoy was steaming be- 
‘tween the Italian naval base at Caglieti, on 
the south coast of Sardinia, and Sicily,’ the 
distance between the two points being ap- 
proximately 200 miles, so that the convoy 
could hardly have been more than 100 miles 
from either of the two islands, Thus it was 
possible for Italian bombers, assisted by 
‘Nazi Stukas and Messerschmitts, to take ad- 
‘vantage of the favourable weather and low- 
lying clouds and carry out continuous raids. 
Despite these conditions the convoy assisted 
by British aircraft were able to put up such 
@ fight that the Ttalians completely failed 
to hit one ship either of the convoy or its 
escort, while seven of the enemy machines 
were destroyed and five others badly dam- 
aged. 

‘Against overwhelming odds British fighters | 
succeeded time after time in breaking up 
enemy formations, and the conclusion is to 
be drawn. that the British aireratt, inferior 
in numbers, were so able to harass the 
enemy that’ all their plans went awry, and 
the convoy was able to proceed on its way 
to reach its destination safely. When the 
‘enemy indulges in so much song and dance 
about having secured control of the Medi- 
terranean in the air and on the sea it is 
more than passing strange that the British 
navy and mercantile marine, duly escorted, 
should be able to go about’ their occasions 
in the manner they do, After all no more 
dangerous spot could be conceived than the 
stretch between Caglieri and the western- 
most tip of Sicily, for it can be easily 
controtied from air bases at both places. 
Yet British vessels do pass to and fro, not 
without, hindrance, but certainly with a de- 
wre of safety which speaks well for the 
navy and the ait force. 

‘The striking account of the engagement 
from Reuter's special correspondent on board 
H.MS. Atk Royal,—that vessel which has 
Been so repeatedly sunk—shows that for 
eight hours the enemy aeroplanes continued 
their’ attacks on the convoy. During that 
period the ships’ guns and British fighters 
from the Ark Royal gave the enemy. such a 
rough handling that they were completely 
unable to achieve their objective, namely, 
‘the destruction of, or at least damage to 
some of the vessels attacked. ‘That the 
‘enemy’ endeavoured to push his attacks well 
home the correspondent’s account clearly 
shows, but against numerical superiority in 
the ait was opposed the superiority of men 
and equipment of the British air arm, and 
the result’ was that the latter told in no| 
mistakeable manner. Stuka bombers and the 
like lose most of their potentiality when they 
have to face the determined attacks of the 
British machines, and last week's engage- 
ment clearly shows that, once the British 
have reached parity inthe air with the 
enemy, there can be little doubt as to the 
outcome of the war. 

Tt has been rightly said that who can 
secure command of two of the three theatres 
of war, namely, the air, the sea, and the 
Yand wilt surely’ win this war. At sea Bri- 
tain and her Allies are in complete control. 
Tn the air they are rapidly climbing the 
same goal. “Supremacy, with the growing 






































assistance of the United States, may still be 
some time in coming, but that it will be 
attained cannot for one moment be denied.| 
‘Then, with control of the air and the sea,’ 

let's successes on land will be reduced| 
to a mere shadow of their present import- 
ance, and when the time comes to strike for 
victory Great Britain will have at her dis~ 
posal on land forces which with the assist- 
‘ance of the Navy and the RAF. will be 
fable to write “paid” to the long account 
which Hitler is running up. Actions such as 
that in the Mediterranean last week may not 
in themselves mean much, But are filed 
‘with the promise of victory even though that 
for the time being may be delayed. 


























A NORWEGIAN DAY 
+ May 17. 

Tt was on this day in 1814, at the little 
Jand town of Eldsvoll, some forty” miles 
north of Oslo that the Norwegian national 
assembly promulgated the fundamental Jaw: 
(orwndtov), which bas since been altered in 
detail at various times, upon which the con 
stitution of Norway rests. Earlier in that 
year Norway had been ceded to Sweden by 
Denmark, «with the sanction of the Great 
Powers who were privy to the scheme. That 
union continued until June 7, 1905, when it 
was dissolved and Norway’ achieved full 
autonomy. Consequently, May 17 has come 
to be looked upon as a national holiday, the 
anniversary of Constitution Day. It is ‘well 
that such a day should be remembered in 
times like these, for they are landmarks in 
the history of & brave people, and an en- 
couragement of faith in the ultimate libera- 
tion of thelr country. ‘There are two classes 
‘of Norwegians to whom the thoughts of many 
‘must (urn on this day, those suffering beneath 
the brutality of the Nazis in their home 
country, and those abroad, forced to look 
lupon the iniquities perpetrated upon their 
fellow countrymen, wishing that they could 
be with them in thelt time of tral.

GOOD WORK 
May 17. 

‘The announcement is made today that the 
committee of the Voluntary War Contribution 
Fund has been able to send to H. M. Trea 
suiy, for the month ending May 15, no less 
2 sum than £20,000, the total amount con- 
tributed being £21,000, That is the largest 
sum which has beeh collected in any one 
month since the fund was established with 
the exception of the original starting off 
amount of £50,000. ‘The whole history of the 
fund since its inception has shown that Bri- 
fons in China have risen splendidly to the 
appeal made by H. E. Sir Archibald Clark 
Kerr-last year, providing more than was 
asked for, and continuing to do so. But, 
satisfactory as that. undoubtedly is, there 
must be nothing in the nature of complac- 
feney about it. Other communities in Great 
Britain where they suffer under the blows 
fof the enemy have done just as well and in 
many eases even better. For the purpose of 
the comparison which follows emphasis Is 
Jaid not upon the amounts which the various 
cities and towns have subscribed during War 
Weapons Week, but rather on: the manner 
Jn which objectives have been so splendidly 
passed. 

Gosport in Hampshire, near enough to be 
involved in the bombings of Portsmouth, set 
out to secure £55,000, At £201,555 it’ ob- 
tained almost four times the amount requir 
ed. Herefordshire aimed at half a million 
Pounds. ‘The latest information shows that 
£919,109 had been subscribed. Wingate and 
Lanchester, Durham, each set out to col- 
lect £15,060, ‘The former's total two months 
ago was already £41,635 and the latter's 
£37,185. Barnard Castle in the same county’ 
aimed at £75,000; it subscribed £191,041. 
All this is being done by people bearing 
burdens of taxation such as they have never 
been: asked to bear before, by people who 
have their food rationed, who stand in daily 
‘and nightly peril of the enemy's bombs, who 
‘add to their compulsory. sacrifices voluntary 
‘ones of stich inspiring qualities. 

‘There has appeared in the correspond 
ence columns of this journal recently some 
criticism of the support which is being given 
fo the various war funds. With that. this 
Journal does not seek to be associated, chielly 
because Britons in China have far surpassed 
what It was originally believed they could 
do, Nevertheless it stilt has to be sald that 
it there is any odd dollar which is not finding 
its way into the Voluntary War Contribution 
Fund, the Central British War Fund, oF the 
‘War Savings Association, the situation is not] 
satisfactory. Roughly speaking, during the 
past year Britons in China have subseribed 
to the above organizations something in the 
neighbourhood of $14,000,000. Tt is an ex- 
cellent effort, but the question has still to 
be answered as to whether more cannot still 
be done. ‘That to a very large extent is a 
matter for the individual conscience. Doubt- 
less the result would have been even greater 
hhad it not been for unfavourable conditions 
not the’ least of which is the increase in 
the cost of living which bears so heavily 
upon the majority of British subjects earn~ 
ing their livelihood in Chinese currency. 

Gratification at the success which has been 
achieved must not lead to. self-satisfaction. 
Rather should it be an inspiration to greater 
effort, and that for a number of important 
reasons, Not the least of these is that by 
responding to the eall of the Empire, British 
subjects without its ‘boundaries Have “an 
opportunity of demonstrating their loyalty 
in a manner which is effective against the 
enemy. It is furthermore a means of show- 
ing that solidarity of purpose in which che 
people of the British Empire are bound that 
the great evil which threatens mankind shall 
bbe smashed irretrievably, and we, who at 
the commencement of this war commended 
our souls to God and our bodies to the King, 
we, who are unable to bear the burden and 
heat of the struggle, can by our efforts help 
to equip those who do, or at the very least 
help to succour those who are suffering in 
a cause which is so dear to all who love 
liberty. 





















WHITHER FRANCE? 


May 19. 

While there has been much rumour con- 
cerning what arrangements have been come 
to between Germany and the Vichy Govern 
ment with regard to the latter's collaboration 
with Germany in her establishment of a “new 
order,” enough has transpired in Sytia to 
‘Suggest that tales to the effect that Admiral 
Darian has sold out to Hitler may be true. 
By permitting German and Italian aeroplanes 
to make use of Syrian aerodromes, France 
has passed from what was recognized all 
along as a precarious neutrality to actual 
assistance to the enemies of her former Ally. 
Admiral Darlan a pronounced anglophobe 
appears to be following in the footsteps of 
Laval. Consequently a new situation has 
been created which may necessitate the com- 
plete revision of British policy vis-i-vis of] 
Vichy. In the past that has been based 
upon the assumption that Marshal Petain's 
Government would not actively further the 
designs of the Axis, but in addition to per-| 
mitting the use of Syrian aerodromes by 
enemy machines, it is alleged by General 











Catroux that France had sent 800 tons of 
arms and munitions from Syria to the Iraqi 
rebels. 
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Largd numbers of Germans are being 
allowed to filter into the French African 
colonies, French territorial waters, it is al~ 
leged, are being used by the enemy to main- 
tain their forces in Cyrenaica, while the pos- 
sibility of Dakar being used as a basé for 
prosecuting Germany's attempted blockade 
of the British Isles cannot any longer be 
disregarded. What has been happening is, 
that Admiral Darlan has shown himself far 
more adroit in handling Marshal Petain than 
did Laval, and when, in March, General 
Weygand ‘left North ‘Africa for ‘Vichy to 
warn the Marshal of the danger of allowing 
Darlan to support German penetration of 
France's North African colonies, he failed in 
his mission. Marshal Petain refused to 
listen, and since that time Darlan has sue- 
ceeded in maneuvring to create a situation 
which would permit him to persuade an un- 
willing French public that Germany is a bet 
ter friend than “perfidious Albion. ; 

It is but natural that these latest develop- 
ments should have aroused the bitterest 
criticism in both Great Britain and the 
United States, ‘The Free French newspaper 
“France” declares ‘The Government at Vichy 
is no longer neutral, Russia gave up the 
fight in 1917 and ‘signed the Treaty of 
Brest-Litovsk, but to go into the opposite 
camp—one has never seen anything s0 vile.” 
What really has happened is that the fifth 
column which wreaked such havoc in France 
about a year ago, has succeeded in doing 
‘more damage, and there is grave reason to 
believe that Vichy is by now definitely com- 
mitted to a pro-German policy, which it is, 
feared in some quarters may bring France 
back into the war against Great Britain, 
That may come as a result of British action 
in Syria, for it is obvious that Britain can- 
not stand idly by while bases are bein 
established there from which to strike at 
British positions in the Near East. In the 
‘circumstances Marshal Petain’s declaration 
some days ago to the effect that France 
would follow a policy having regard to her 
honour and her national interests reads some= 
what strangely, ‘There can be no honour in 
the betrayal of an erstwhile Ally who is 
in fact fighting to restore to France those 
national interests of which the Marshal 
speaks, 

Doubtless this is causing great pain to 
those millions of Frenchmen who still re- 
main loyal"to the ideals in defence of which 
they ranged themselves by the side of the 
resisting democracies, ‘There will be, much 
sorrow in British hearts that Admiral Darian 
has embarked upon a course of action which 
may bring them into direet conflict with their 
former friends, but the cold brutal fact has 
to be faced that what at present may seem 
to be only a minor betrayal may in the not 
too distant future become monumental 
treachery, in which Marshal Potain and his 
advisers ‘will be doing everything in thelr 
power to lock mote closely around their 
country the gyves which Hitler has already 
succeeded in imposing upon them, — ‘The 
tragedy of the whole matter is that the Vichy 
Government appears to be placing trust in 
Hitler's promises, and that it will be for 
the victorious Democracies to save France 
from that disillusionment which in other 
circumstances would be decidedly hers. 


























“HESS GUESSING” 
May 19. 

The good, homely words of Mr. Herbert 
‘Morrison, Home Secretary and Minister of 
Home Security, in the subject of the fugitive 
Hess are indeed timely, In the absence of 
authentic information as to why the man 
flew from Germany to Scotland, many 
rumours are current, some of which’ tend to 
place him in a more favourable light than 
he can ever deserve. ‘The rumours range 
from stories of an alleged attempt to pre- 
vent the destruction of Britain by bringing, 
about a negotiated peace to one of a breach 
between Hess and the Nazi leaders as a re~ 
sult of which Hess sought to save his head 
by flight, and there.has been a tendency on 
the part'of some to look rather more kind- 
ly upon him than his past history justifies, 
‘Mr, Morrison in declaring that he had no 
“Hess guess,” pointed out that the man was 
‘a brutal thug whose hands like his master’s 
were stained with some of the worst political 
crimes of modern times. ‘The main thing 
‘was that no matter what kind of animal he 
was, whether Trojan horse or rat number 
‘one, he was caged. If proof were wanted 
‘of the aptness of Mr. Morrison's remarks 
it is surely to be found in the reports giving 
details of the thousands of women and 
children killed by German bombers during 
‘the month of April ® 

It is essential that the greatest care should 
be taken to prevent Hess appearing to the 
world as anything but what he really Is. 
It is all very well to speak of his passionate 
devotion to the alleged principles of Nazi- 
ism, to describe him as a fundamentally 
honest man, ‘The fact is that he is a Nazi, 
that no matter what his own personal 
character ‘may be he is tarred with the same 
brush as his fellows, It has been argued that 
in any consideration of Hess's escape the 
simplest solution is probably the correct one, 
namely, that he knew he had fallen from 
favour ‘and was determined to get out of 
‘the country while the going was good, 
‘There is danger inherent in this story. Tt 














may help to clothe Hess with qualities 
which he has not been shown to possess, and. 
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«class him as a brand which has escaped 
from the burning. ‘It is better to judge 
‘him on his past record than to place much 
‘eredence in his declaration which he is re~ 
ported to have made when he surrendered 
in Scotland that he had come to bring peace. 

‘There has been some criticism of the 
British Government that they had not seized 
immediately upon the propaganda value of 
Hess's desertion of his former accamplices, 
and failed to give to the world. at large 
‘an account of precisely what he now says 
was the reason for his astonishing fight. 
‘Mr. Churchill appears to be dealing with the 
‘matter with very considerable caution, though 
it may be confidently expected that when he 
has ‘reached whatever decisions he has to 
make upon the statements of the newly 
arrived prisoner he will inform the world 
exactly what Hess has been up to. ‘The 
arrest of some of Hess’s intimates and their. 
speedy release again cannot but give rise to 
the deepest suspicions that trickery is con 
templated somewhere, The original Nazi in- 
dignation, that one of thelr leaders should 
have betrayed them in the way he has, no 
longer appears to be real. Nobody is ap~ 
parently being punished for whatever share 
they may have had in the man’s escape, 
and the whole business is coming to seem 
more unreal than it did at the start. 

‘The silence of the Germans on the sub- 
Jeet is quite understandable. ‘They have 
one all they possibly could to save their 
‘own faces. Hess is declared to be mentally 
Unsound, If there is indeed some new form 
of treachery in contemplation, and if it fails 
Hitler is now in a position to deny having 
anything to do with it on the seore of the 
man’s alleged insanity. If on the other 
hand Hess succeeds in obtaining some at 
present unforeseen result favourable to Hit- 
ler's plans it wil always be possible to 
Aeclare that, after all, his insanity was but 
‘a passing phase, and ‘that he has succeeded 
in rendering veal service to the Reich, But 
all this is merely “Hess guessing” and one 
guess is probably just as good as any other. 
Meantime it would be as well to wait 
patiently until the British Government de- 
cides exactly what to do with the informa: 
tion Hess has to give. It will undoubtedly 
have to be very carefully checked before 
anything is done, for it is not to be believed 
that a Nazi having escaped from his fellows 
suddenly becomes either truthful or trust- 
worthy. 














CAMPAIGN NEARS END 
May 20. 

‘The last traces of Ttalian influence in East 
Africa seem about to disappear, after whal 
military historians may eventually decide 
‘was one of the most remarkable campaigns 
ever undertaken. ‘The country over which it 
has been fought has been in the most part 
extremely difficult, with many roadless 
‘wastes, mountains’ abounding in natural 
strongholds, and presenting almost insuper- 
able problems of supply. It is probable that 
it was these supply difficulties that prevented 
‘the Italians from talking the initiative early 
in the struggle, when Britain had troops 
enough only to hold lightly to a precarious 
line of defence. ‘That they have been over- 
‘come by the British says much for the work 
of the General Staff, as also does the remark- 
able co-ordination ‘between the twelve oF 
thirteen columns by which the British and 
Imperial forces penetrated the territory. 
‘Troops from all parts of the British Com- 
monwealth distinguished themselves in the 
fighting. South Africans and Rhodesians 
yht beside men from Nigeria and Keny: 
Australians and Indians combined their 
drives with those made under British and 
Australian direction by Abyssinian patriots. 
‘The result has been the restoration of the 
Negus to his lawful throne, and a set-back 
to Italian prestige in the African continent 
from which it may never recover. 

It should not be forgotten, of course, that 
a decision still remains to be reached in the 
fighting along the Libyan frontier, where, 
under German guidance and with powerful 
German assistance, the Italians are attempt- 
ing to redeem the defeat that cost them the 
oss of nearly 200,000 men, and an enormous 
amount of equipment. In fighting of this 
description, it is losses that count, not the 
miles of barren territory which may be gain- 
ed. Especially does this apply to the Axis 
forces, who are handicapped by the lack of 
proper communications with Europe, owing 
to the British supremacy at sea, Replace- 
ments are difficult and dangerous, costly in 
life and in ships which can ill be spared. 
‘Yet every loss must be made good if the Axis 
forces are to retain their efficiency and con- 
tinue to bé able to meet on terms of equality 
the ever-increasing British strength. Equip- 
ment and supplies for the British troops are 
now reaching them by the safe route of the 
Red Sea in American bottoms—an inestim= 
able advantage for which the Empire owes 
President Roosevelt and his countrymen the 
most heartfelt gratitude, 

Tn contrast with the smooth co-ordination 
between the various Empire peoples during 
the Abyssinian fighting, it is known that 
there is considerable friction and jealousy 
in the Axis camp, where the Germans do 
not conceal their contempt for the Italians, 
nor the Italians their dislike for the Ger- 
Smans. This friction, it is reported, has more 
than ‘once gone so far as the blackest 
treachery by one partner of the Axis against 
the other, My, Robert Arden, a well-known 
correspondent and radio commentator who 
recently returned to the United States, gave 























‘an iilustration of this when he gave one ver- 
sion of how the Germans got their troops 
to North Africa in such strength. Said Mr. 
Arden: 

“The Germans got their troops across to 

N. Africa by means of a ruse. Hitler told the 

Hallans they must make another effort now 

‘that the Luftwaffe were firmly based in Sicily. 

A-number of Malian transports left for ‘Tri 

poll, but meanwhile a. German paid 

Spy’ tipped of the British who prompt 

ly" sent out a force which sank five 

Tiatian transports, While this was happening, 

some miles aay, transporis fled with Ger- 

‘mans crossed without interference. A typical 

Hunnish trick!” 

In comparison with this sort of ‘thing, the 
Halian is a clean fighter, according to the 
‘men who have been busy ‘beating him. ‘This 
may explain why the Duke of Aosta, with 
his foree completely surrounded and unable 
to escape in any direction, has asked for 
“terms” of surrender. There would seem on 
the face of it to be no choice left to him— 
cither to surrender absolutely or to go on 
fighting {o the end, which would mean the 
almost certain annihilation of his army. 
Why should the British consider “terms” 
when they have him in a trap? Neverthe- 
less it might be feasible for the British to 
talk reasonably with an Italian soldier, while 
it would be the rankest folly ever’ to do 
any. such thing with a Nazi. ‘The Italians 
in Abyssinia may have realized by now that 
thelr partners, the Nazis, have no interest 
in Keeping them alive, and would willingly 
see them cut to pieces, so long as they kept 
a certain number of 'British troops busy 
some hundreds of miles away from the 
Libyan front. 


MORE PEACE TALK 
May 20. 

The French newspapers in German con- 
trolled Paris appear to be putting out more 
Peace feelers, and it is to be assumed that 
because they are under the Nazi thumb they 
are doing so with German approval. It may, 
of course, amount to nothing but an attempt 
on the part of Hitler to sound out the market 
preliminary to another appeal for a “return 
to reason.” But he met with such a frigid 
reception last year when he attempted the 
‘same thing, that he may for once keep his 
promise not to refer to peace again, That 
may or may not mean anything, though it is 
somewhat strange that, after Germany de- 
clared only a short while ago that any fur- 
ther peace talks must come from Great Bri- 
tain, dontrolled French journals should be do- 
ing what they are at present. The argument 
‘which is now being adduced is that as neither 
side has suffcient strength to strike a decisive 
blow, the United States Government with 
the great prestige it has achieved by the huge 
increase in the production of war.materials, 
could virtually dictate terms ending the war 
between Great Britain and the Axis. 

‘The only two personalities who can now All 
the rdle of mediator are President Roosevelt 
and the Pope is the opinion of French ob- 
servers in Paris who go on to aver that, if 
hostilities are not ended, France would col- 
Jaborate fully, though not militarily, with the 
Axis Powers in reorganizing continental 
Europe as an economic entity. . It is not likely 
‘that this latest trial balloon will be any more 
Successful than its predecessors. ‘There is in- 
deed. every reason why is should be the 
case, for if anything is cléar at the moment 
it is that this is no time to be talking of 
eace but of getting on with the war. It is 
furthermore unthinkable that President 
Roosevelt would adopt any course of action 
which in fact »would permit the continuance 
of the evil system which has plunged Europe 
into such terrible distress, and which would 
be able to do so again directly Hitler and his 
accomplices thought it would suit their book. 

‘While little has been said about Democr: 
tic war aims, it is quite plain that the most 
immediate one is the destruction of the Nazi 
and Fascist systems, and the re-establish~ 
ment of the rule of law throughout the world 
which they have so callously broken. People, 
‘who in the course of a generation have seen 
millions of young men sent to their death to 
satisfy the inordinate ambitions of wicked 
men in two great wars, those who have seen 
the wanton slaughter of women and children 
with no military excuse whatsoever, have 
been brought to a realization that they owe 
it to posterity to make such sacrifices now 
‘as will guarantee it from a repetition of the 
horrors the world is now witnessing. There 
can be no such guarantee so long as men 
like Hitler and Mussolini control the destin- 
ies of their nations. That is the one plain 
fact which has to be faced squarely. There 
is not a reasonable man or woman who 
Would not wish to lay down arms immediate- 
ly if by doing so it was possible to attain 
that degree of security without which this 
world must recede further and further into 
the shadows of chaos. 

What sort of peace would Europe have 
the huge German military machine were al 
Towed to continue in being and threaten 
from day to day the existence 6f her neigh- 
bours? What sort of peace could possibly 
be acceptable which did not right all the 
cruel wrongs which the Germans have in- 
flicled upon countries whose only fault was 
that they desired to work out their own 
destinies in peace? ‘The questions have but 
to be asked to suggest their own answers, 
that this war must go on until the aggressor 
Powers have been defeated and rendered 
incapable of repeating their predatory ad- 
ventures. Normally little enough attention 























‘would be paid to the comments of the Paris- 





in Press, but it can do nothing without the 
‘approval ‘of its German masters and the 
conclusion to be drawn is that these new 
peace feelers have been directly inspired by 
the Germans, who realize that as the months 
g0 by their chances of victory have been 
gradually dwindling. There would not now 
be any talk of peace if the Germans were 
certain of ultimate success, and the only rea- 
son for it now is that they would like to get 
out of the mess they are in with as much of 
the spoils as possible. That cannot be al- 
lowed to happen. 


ITALIAN COLLAPSE 
May 21. 

‘The surrender of the Duc d'Aosta, Italian 
commander-in-chiet_ in Abyssinia, together 
with the main remnants of the Italian forces, 
Teaves only a few scattered units still-to be 
dealt with, ‘The Italian empire has become a, 
thing of the past, and the first ruler dispos- 
sessed by brute force has been restored to 
his throne. Ethiopian troops under the com- 
mand of British officers, who for months be- 
fore the invasion of “Abyssinia had been 
training them, will doubtless be sufficient to 
round up the Italians still.at large, while the 
greater portion of the British forees will now 
be freed for duty elsewhere. There is not] 
the slightest doubt that the Italians fought 
sternly and in their defeat there can be no 
question as to their military honour which 
remains intact. The issue of the Abyssinian, 
campaign was never at any time uncertain. 
Despite the fact that the Italians had ac- 
cumulated large forees and supplies in north- 
east Africa, and were able for a short while 
to oceupy British Somaliland, when the time 
came for the British to strike they did so 
swiftly, and with the knowledge that the 
Italians could only hope to resist just as 
long as their war material held out, for cut 
‘off from the home bases those troops could 
expect neither reinforcements nor additional 
supplies. 

In ten weeks since General Cunningham 
crossed the southern frontier of Abyssinia 
the troops under him have travelled 1,500 
miles meeting with fierce resistance from 
natural positions which gave the Italians very 
considerable advantage. British superiority 
in the air in those areas and the destructién 
of the Italian air force rendered the task of 
the British soldiers easier than in other 
theatres of war, and the reduction of the 
Malian defence in rather less than three 
months is a tribute not only to the striking 
force of the British armies, but to the 
organizing ability of the command. ‘There 
Italy has been irretrievably defeated with no 
Hitler to come to her assistance. To a very 
large extent the responsibility for the Italian 
defeat rests with Mussolini himself. He had 
ample time during the months of non-bel- 

igerency in which to strengthen his forces 
throughout the empire of which he boasted 
30 frequently. He failed to take advantage 
of that fact, and though the British had to 
improvise hurriedly and against time, they 
succeeded in doing so with painful results 
for at least one partner in the Axis. 

It now seems that the Abyssinian campaign 
‘could not have been timed better. All major 
fighting has now been brought to an end 
before the really heavy seasonal rains com- 
mence in June. It is true that in recent 
weeks fighting has been going on under rain, 
but the downfall which would have held up 
operations until the autumn has not yst oc- 
curred, and, in bringing about the reduction 
of the Italian forces in Abyssinia at the time 
he has, General Cunningham has succeeded 
in releasing his forces for operations in 
other theatres of war, where their presence 
may have a most significant effect. While the 
British troops in Abyssinia were at no time 
very large their numbers are, nevertheless, 
not inconsiderable, and their transfer to 
Libya or Iraq, wherever they may be needed, 
may prove decisive in one or other of those 
theatres of war. 

Reuter's diplomatic correspondent remarks 
concerning Libya that the German-Italian 
tide has about reached high-water at Sol- 
Jum and has failed to make any further in- 
roads at Tobruk. He may be somewhat 
optimistic in claiming that the tide 
turned, though there is no doubt that 
the enemy advance has been held up, the 
British have succeeded in recapturing some 
of the positions which have been lost, and 
the advent of troops from Abyssinia” may 
eventually prove the decisive factor which 
will restore original British gains in Libys 
‘That may not occur for some time, for cond! 
tions there are now operating against any 
energetic prosecution of the war, and it may 
be that General Wavell will decide to await 
the autumn before he makes any real 
‘onslaught upon the German-Italian positions. 
Be that as it may the practical termination 
of serious fighting in Abyssinia affords an 
‘opportunity of effecting substantial reorgan- 
ization during the coming months.

But because they realise these facts, they 
ire ‘determined that the war machine will be 
50 destroyed that the world need fear no more 
ware from that quarter for seores of yeore to 
come; and the idea of their seeking to make 
peace just for the reason that thelr enemy Js 
formidable strikes the average Briton a: £0 
Tudierous "as fo. be unworthy. of any further 
consideration. Britain also is strong, and. with 
the assistance of the United States need serious.

Hitler may be able to form under the whiplasher 
fof his taskmasters.

At the ‘same time he 
presented the Nazi medal, “Pioneers of Labour, 
fo three men. The first Was Herr Amann who, 
Horr Hess declared, “had furnished one of the 
‘most important weapons to National Socialist 
Germany by placing at her disposal the entire 
press." The second was Reichs Minister 
‘Ohnesorge on account of his activities in per- 
fecting Wireless navigation, And the third was 
Profesor Messerschmidt himselt, to whose 
plane Hese was shortly to entrust the safety of 
his life. These three men Were highly praised 
by the Deputy Fuhrer for the part they had 
played in assisting towards a Nazi vietory. Yet 
at the very. time Hess was perfecting his plane 
for Might! In anyone but a Nazi this double. 
facedness would be surprising, At that time 
Mess appeared to be in the full confidence of 
his Leader, yet the most significant erack had 
appeared th the Nazi facade—the doubt of one 
of the Fuhrer's most faithful followers whether 
the Fuhrer was really infallible as the Nazis 
claimed.

Sister Great Favourite 


His younger sister, Marguerite, has 
quite ‘an exceptional knowledge of 
the written and spoken Tibetan and 
hhag always been a great favourite 
with the women round the compound. 
‘A Tibetan compound on the frontier 
hhas an interest all its own. A large 
door leads from an outer courtyard 
under one of the houses into the 
main courtyard vound. which are 
built the main buildings, ‘The court 
yard has thus houses on the four 
Sides, “And Into this courtyard wan- 
der ‘Tibetans of every deseription 
Tamas, nomads, beggars, travellers, 
soldiers, sick,’ men, women and 
children, and "many tome simply to 
wateh the foreign children at their 
Work’ and at thelr play, Such a 
‘courtyard is never without some lit- 
fe excitement: sometimes it isa 
singing-begging-mendicant dressed 
‘up in all the colours of the rainbow 
and ‘covered with all the parapher- 
nalia of Lamaism.

Gunman Fires at 
Mr. Pinkuet Fu 
May 13. 


‘An attempt to assassinate Mr. 
Pinkuet Fu, son of late Mayor Fu 
Siao-en of “Greater Shanghal. was 
made shortly after 12 noon yesterday 
When an unidentified gunman fired 
several shots at him at the entrance 
to the Chung Wai Bank in Avenue 
Edward Vil.” Although the assailant 
missed Mr. Fu. one of the bullets hit 
‘Trang Li-zeng, 32-year old bodyguard 
of the late Mayor's son. in the back. 
Taken to Sto. Marie's Hospital, the 
bodyguard died in the afternoon with= 
‘out regaining consciousness. 

‘The attack was made during the 
rush hour, with hundreds of Shang- 
hal office ‘people witnessing the at 
tempt, The intended victim. accom= 
panied by a friend. had just left the 
bank and was entering his car when 
the gunman. who was Handing on the 
pavement near the building. fired 
Several times at him. 

Neither Mr. Fu nor his friend was 
hit by the shots, but the bodyguard, 
who was standing by the open door 
of the car slumped to the ground as 
fone shot hit him in the ‘back. An- 
other bodyguard whipped out his 
pistol and pointed it at the escaping 
gunman, but the frearm jammed and 
the assailant escaped in the direction 
of the International Settlement. 

‘An ambulance wos called out and 
the wounded man was conveyed to 
Ste. Marie's Hospital. An emergency 
‘operation was performed. but was of 
fo avail and. the bodyguard died 
later In the afternoon.

The gunmen, 
believed to be three in number, fired 
many ‘shots, fatally injuring a ‘book- 
feller and "wounding two rickshaw 
Pullers and a junior colleague of Mr. 
Yue. ‘They escaped after hitting Mr. 
Yue. 

‘The intended vietim of the assassins 
was going home at about 5.0 pm. 
when. suddenly shots were fired at 
him’ by gunmen who were waiting 
for him In the street. They attack. 
ed 0 flereely and so. suddenly that 
Mr. ‘Yue and a junior colleague, who 
was riding in. a. riekshaw following 
him as'a bodyguard. were caught un: 
awares. The pullers of both Mr. 
Yue's and his colleague's rickshaws 
were wounded in the legs but thelr 
wounds are not. serious. The col-

‘Wang Ke-mun, a bookseller, who 
kept a book.stand near the scene of 
shooting was shot three times, once 
through the head, and he died soon 
afterwards.

With three purposes in mind, the 
Japanese Naval Landing Parly turned 
Us attention to junks and sampans in 
Soochow ‘Creek. ‘These purposes were 
to prevent the small eratt from acting 
‘as obstacles to navigation, to prevent 

jdemies, and to prevent further 
instances ‘of terrorism such as. that 
on May 8 when a Japanese sentry 
was shot, the shot being fired from 
® sampan, according to Lieut, Taka 
hashi’s statement. 

‘These ancient junks and sampans 
were used as living quarters, and it 
was. the intention of the Japanese 
authorities to have them removed 
down.stream. 

It was true that in carrying out 
their plan, members of the Japanese 
Naval Landing Party carried axes as 
alleged ‘In the local evening news- 
oper, but st was not true that these 
exes were used to destroy sampany 
‘and Junks, ‘The axes were carried 
with ‘the sole purpose of cutting the 
knots of the moorings, these being s0 
old that it was very dimeult to une 
them, according to Lieut.

Siceawel where 
eight men at the point of pistols stole 
28 pieces of cloth and 35 bales of 
cotton, 


‘Through the alleged confession of 
tne four men, the offleers again raid- 
ed another house at 14 Soongehia- 
chieh, also in Hungjao Road, where 
they found the kidnapped cloth shop 
manager.

ent of approximately 120,000 tons of 
coal. Tn the meantime, contiquance 
of ‘the existing temporary restriction 
Scheme has been approved 

"The Council has invited the three 
gentlemen responsible for. the report 
to investigate appeals against the re- 
commendations made in. the report 
Which have been adopted by the 
Council.

‘Train Blown-up 


May 15. 

Several passengers were injured by 
fying glass fragments when a train 
running between Shanghal and 

fangehow was blown up by a land 
mine between the towns of Changon 
fand Hslachiao on Tuesday afternoo) 
‘There were no deaths as a result of 
ihe explosion but traffic was delayed 
for several hours until the tracks 
were cleared, 

The train, which was one of the 
new expresies doing the Shanghi 
Hangchow run in four hours, sot off 
the land mine when st way about 
300-400 yards away from the spot 
‘where the mine had been planted on 
the permanent way. Controlled by 
electric wires, the mine blew up with 
a tremendous force, derailing the 
‘engine and tender and completely a 
‘molishing the baggoge car, which was 
Immediately behind the locomotive, 

Coaches, in which many passengers 
were travelling, escaped the full 
force of the blast but all windows 
were smashed and several people 
sustained minor cuts ag well as shock 
‘and bruises when they were flung 
‘on top of one another as the engine 
ett the rails. 

Large sections of the permanent 
way were torn up and alt tramMe on 
the line was completely stopped, 
while the Job of clearing away the 
wreckage continued. Late in the 
‘evening the track was cleared and 
the passongers on the ill-fated train 
were able to resume thelr journey 
to Shanghai, arriving here yesterday 
at about 240 am, 




















Chinese Lawyer Shot

May 14, 
One of the fercest firés seen in 
‘Shanghai for a considerable time par- 
tally destroyed a Chinese weaving 
factory and 9 Chinese dyeing factory 
jin Great Western Road yesterday 
‘evening and also threatened two for- 
feign concerns, Messrs. Mark | L- 
‘Moody's assembling plant and the 
Dunean Steel Window Co. both of 
which are situated near the partially 
Gestroyed Chinese factories. The 
foreign plants. which are American 
‘owned, were slightly damaged. 

‘The fire broke out at about 630 

pm. and. owing to the highly inflam- 
mable nature of the materials with 
which the Chinese factories are built. 
it spread quickly. Admirable efforts 
were made by firefighters from the 
Tlubbling Well Fire Station from 
which four engines were despatched 
to the scene of destruction in record 
time and in about two hours they 
brought the conflagration under con- 
trol. 
Enquiries made at the atcembly 
lant of the Mark L. Moody (Fed. 
Inc. U.S.A.), which is located at 115 
Great Western Road revealed that 
although the neighbouring Chines= 
factories were badly damaged. the 
‘American-owned building only sus 
tained slight damage to the root.

‘broad-minded statesman in Japan who 
realizes the same error as Herr Hess 
that continuous hostilities would 
eventually bring destruction to both’ 
countries?

Chinese 
Consul-General. were reported to 
have discussed at great length the 
burning. questions of the Far Bast.

In the statement, Sir Archibald 
expressed on behalf of the Straits 
Government the deep concern that 
yhad been felt over the safety of 
Chinese lives and property in Malaya.

Sir Archibald also pointed out that 
the local British authorities had done, 
‘and would continue to do everything 
hat was possible to accord the ful- 
lest protection to Chinese lives and 
property. He. also dealt with the 
Question of Chinese remittances to 
China, pointing out that if these had 
been ‘restricted by British wartime 
jeurreney control measures, such 
‘measures should not be regarded os 
Giscriminatory, for they were mo- 
tivated mainly by the exigencies of 
war. Sir Archibald also. reiterated 
the British policy of according every 
possible aid to China and, expresed 
‘great, sympathy for China's national 
resistance. In. éonclusion he voiced

all the existing users of gas are to be 
tapped in this way for additional 
Heposits, the Gas Company will 
‘gucceedd In accumulating a sum of 
free mioney running into several 
millions of dollars, One would like 
to know whether, in approaching the 
Council for permission to increase 
thelr charges to consumers, the Gas 
Company took into account the 
extra potential revenue obtainable 
from this gratuitous nest-ege, 

In any ease, the grounds on which 
this demand for an extra deposit are 
‘based would appear to be wholly 
untenable, In my own case I was 
asked for an increasd of 180 per centt 
‘over my existing deposit on the 
grounds that my bill for the previous 
month’ had, thanks to the new aur- 
charge,.inéveased by this amount, 
(IL may’ say that this demand im- 
mediately found its way to the 
proper place, namely the waste-paper 
‘varkel). My bill for the following 
month was still higher, by some $10. 
Do the Gas Company intend, in due 
course, to ask me for an extra de- 
posit of this amount also? If not, 
why not? And if it should happen 
that my bill for any one month 
should fail below the total deposited 
with the Company, may T expect to 
receive a proportionate refund? 
Again. if not, why not? T venture to 
suggest that, if the Gas Company 
propose in future to keep each eus- 

deposit exactly equal to the 
amount of his monthly bil, it will 
rapldly become necessary for them 
to take on considerable” additional 
staff, Possibly this Js the idea: in- 
creased staff will result in higher 
overheads, these will lead to din 
application to the Council to increase 
rates once more, and the Gas Com- 
‘pany will then be in a position to ask. 
for still further deposits from thelr 
‘customers. An incomparable example 
of the vicious circle, 


Levity aside, however. surely the 
only justification for asking for | 
deposit in the frst place is that the, 
Company may satisty itself of the 
bona fides of the consumer, and 
have a reasonable sum in ' hand 
in the (surely Infrequent) event 
of default, ‘To ask for additioal 
leposits at this time is to violate the 
principles of service which the: 
ublle has the right to demand trom 
public utility company, Few of us 
‘are using more gas in these days: our 
basle charges remain the same. It is 
only thanks to the gargantuan sur- 
charge which is fevied that our 
‘monthly bills are higher. If my gas is 
Cut off as a result of my refusal to 
meet this demand for an additional 
deposit I shall have much pleasure 
in asking the Gas Company to 
prove their right to demand it—in 
‘a British court of law.

‘Westminster Hall (which has played 
its part in the history of England for 
nearly a thousand years) were both 
hit and seriously damaged in Satur- 
day night's heavy raid on London, 
which the German High Command 
announces. aa reprisal for. the 
British bombing of “residential 
‘quarters® of various German towns, 
including Berlin, during the last few 
nights, 

Parliament's world- famed clock. 
“Big Ben.” whose chimes have been 
heard in all corners of the earth 
through the B.B.C. was also hit. 

Westminster Abbey opposite was 
also set on fire, 

Mn the House of Commons the 
debating chamber has been wrecked. 
and it Is feared that it can never be 
used again until it has been rebuilt 
In the House of Lords the, resident 
superintendent is understood to have 
‘been killed while assisting Gre. Aghil 
{ng operations. and three other per~ 
sone are feared to have perished also. 

Other menibers of the staff who 
worked right through the night ex- 
ngulshing flames and salvaging valu- 
able records and relics had remark- 
able eseapes when bombs fell, Bombs 
also smashed the famous thembers 
lobby which had already been hit in 
previous raids and was shored up by 

aborate seuffolding: 

Root Pierced 
What some considered the most 
magnificent root in the world—that of 
Westminster Hall with its soaring. 
‘arehes and sweeping beams of oak— 
hhas been pierced by bombs, and 
damage has been done to the interior. 

‘The Hall was started by William 
Rufus in 1097. It is thought to be the 
largest hall {n the world, with a root 
unsupported by pillars. 

"Big Ben.” although hit by a high- 
explosive bomb, {s still chiming the 
hours. Only slight damage was done 
to part of the masonry just above the 
clock. 

‘The deanery of Westminster Abbey, 
which Is one of the best examples of 
the mediaeval house in England has 
been destroyed. ‘The fabric of the 
‘Abbey i intact, ‘The root over the 
low sauate tower of the contre of the 
building has fallen in, = 

‘The most historic parts of the 
‘Abbey are quite uninjured, including 
the part where the Royal Tombs are 
situated. ‘ 

“The most, architectually. import 
ant party of the Abbey buildings have 











survived,” sald an architect. “The 
fact that the 19th century root has 





been destroyed is not an irreparable 
thing, although the Abbey is now 
open’ to the sky. 

"The British Museum was set alight 
by a shower of incendiaries which 
burnt through the roof and set fire 
to the back of the building. Fire- 
watchers on the roof dealt with most 
of the incendiaries, but some burnt| 
through before they could be tackled. 
Fortunately most of the treasures had 
been removed to safety. and the! 
damage was comparatively light. 

‘Writing on the state of London 
atier the rald, Reuters staff reporter 
states : A 

Debris thrown into the sky uttered 
down in tiny ragments like blacker. 
ed snowflakes on parts of London on 
Sunday. The British capital war 
shaking off the last of the effects of 
Saturday night's raid, for which the 
enemy, in doing considerable damage, 
paid dearly with 33 bombers and their 





Pall of Smoke 


‘Smoke was hanging over some 
areas as I toured the capital in the 
moraing. 1 walked through streots 
still laced with hose-pipes, and my 
eyes smarted from acrid smoke, and 
Feontinually brushed falling smuts 
‘off my clothes. I strode by little 
tongues of flames which licked the 
gutted remains of the interior of an 
office. 

Elsewhere firemen. were still at 
work damping and hacking down 
other smoking ruins, begrimed but 
heroie in their Sunday duty of saving 
the elty they love. in many areas 
little heaps of sand and remains of 
burned out incendiary bombs _on 
pavements and roadways testified to 
the huge number of fire-bombs 
dropped.

ruption.

Attack Repulsed

In Monday's thrust, the enemy ap- 
peared to be using about 200 vehicles, 
operating: in independent “columns 
without ‘supply lines.

May 12—There must be few lovers of flowers 
‘whd do not like the Mock Orange (Philade'phus 
coronarius) that is displaying its charms in our 

these days. This plant is a native of 










Known as’"Syringa” which is the 
Of the Lilae: but as the fragrance of the flowers, 
‘does resemble that of the orange blossom, we 
think Jt better. to refer to, the plant as “Mock 
Orange” to avold contusion. ‘The flowers are 
white and bore in profusion on plants that 
have plenty of ais, the shrubs are most attrac. 
tive in the shrubbery, but they have a tendency 
to grow weak and ‘straggly and look better 
when grouped: those of us who give them an 
Autumn top dressing of manure are wall repaid 
‘during the Spring. On looking through our: 
‘eotds we find that the Mock Orange flowers ai 
about the same time each year regardless of 
the weather and they do not appear to worry 
‘about what climatic conditions were 
Flenced during the Winter. We notice 
the species has the same habit elsewhere, for it 
is generally shown as flowering In May and 
‘June in other parts of the world where the 
[weather does not'change overnight from cold 
‘and raln to hot and bright. The Anemones are 
how over atter giving us pienty for our money; 
but beds of Tris and Aquilegia have taken their 
place: there Is alwoys something to Keep us 
Inlerested in the garden. .We'have occasional 
disappointments though and even if the heavy 
rain of Saturday did cut ghort the life of many’ 
fof the flowers on our False Acacia trees, known 
to the botanical world.as Robinia Pseudacact 
it did help many of our other trees and shrubs 
immensely; they were beginning to suffer from 
nek of moisture for the rain, we have previous- 
ly had was followed by hot sun and the mols. 
ture In the soll evaporated quickly. To revert 
to the Aquilegla: , these attractive little plants 
are often referred to as Columbines and, yener. 
ally speaking, a fine range of colour is to be had 
{from a single packet of seed. The long-spurrod 
varieties are, of course, the best; but the spurs 
have a-habit of becoming shorter each year. 
Perhaps the plants object to the attention being. 
jalven to them by hybridists and would rather 
‘grow naturally as they do in their home in the

fa background of marguerites In pots: A. blue 
Blazed pol full of lobelia on the lawn was also 
‘attractive. In the first bed. on the Eastside, 
malva has beerr used as a background and al: 
though the foliage of this is useful, its flowers 
do not show up so well: Carnations have been 
planted as dot plants amongst a group of silene, 
but the rain was too strong for the latter. There 
Was a fine group of forget-me-not in the bed as 
well as many antirrhinums and  gypsophila 
flowering in front of an edging of daisies and 
phlox. The second bed is edged.with wallflowers 
‘and phlox, and calendulas, valerian and a most 
striking variely of phlox are grouped in front 
fof larkspurs. The South bed Is almost continu- 
ally shaded; but despite this drawback, forge!- 
me-nols and gypsophila are making ‘a brave 
display as well as the edging of “Fairy” violas. 
Phlox’ and antirrhinums predominate in the 
second bed on the West side and there are 
‘some beautiful shades of colour amongst. the 
verbena plants growing in front. In the first bed 
‘on this side of ‘the garden, a flesh-pink variety 
of phlox-has grown higher than anticipated; but 
another group of the scarlet variely Ia picture, 
‘Tue ‘predominating. feature ‘of this bed is a 
group of Anchusa Myosotid'fora a tall-growing. 
plant that . produces flowers. oft 

fof blue: much prettier than the 
Chinese torgetme-noi: “it is mot such a deep 
blue ay the latter plant; but it is more decora- 
tive. A “Snowball” shrub in this bed ‘was a 
gorgeous sight a short time ago: however, it 
iy over now, it was to6 pretty to last for long!
